tate, where the Duchess of York is 
resting in expectation of an early visit 
of the stork, today began collecting 
fuel for the huge beacon which will 
announce the royal birth to the coun- 
tryside.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—A@)—Parlia- 
ment was prorogued today and its 
members dispersed from Westminster, 


until October 28. 
The session had lasted nearly 13 
months and experienced observers had 


commented that members of the house 
of commons were in need of rest, 
which the majority of them now will 
obtain, 

The darkening cloud of unemploy- 
ment, whose rise has grown steadily, 
hung over the whole session and, al- 
though opinions of whether the labor 
government was in any measure to 
blame naturally vary with the politi- 
cal faith of each commentator, Pre- 
mier MacDonald and the other min- 
isters time and again have borne wit- 
ness to their constant anxiety over 
the problem. 

Two major measures passed by the 
government with the aid of liberal 
votes, upon which its whole existence 
depends, have been the coal bill and 
the finance bill, giving effect to the 
budget of Chancellor Snowden. Both 
were bitterly contested. In one de- 
bate on the finance bill the govern- 
ment majority shrank to two. 

The bill giving effect to the Lon- 
don naval treaty was passed without 
difficulty, although not without de- 
bate. 

Of the grave anxieties connected 
with India and more recently with 
Egypt also, it may be said that they

member of parliament.

Solicitor-General Boykin has gone 
to the mountains for a needed and 
well-earned vacation from his offi- 
cial duties.

It Is Plausible Demagogy. 


But it is only plausible demagogy, 
for the men who are singing the siren

First, that their project cannot be 
effected by an act of the legislature, 
but will require an amendment of the 
constitution of the state.

The legislature manifestly cannot 
change that requirement. It was put 
in the constitution for a highly valu- 
able and safe purpose and should not 
be repealed.

Taxpayers Should Fear It. 

Second, the voters of the state who 
do pay their taxes should fear a propo- 
sition that aims to empower non-tax- 
payers, men and women who contrib- 
ute nothing to the upkeep of the com- 
monwealth to yote for high taxes, bond 
issues and any proposed extravagance 
with state funds. Paying nothing into 
those funds they are entitled to no 
moral or economic right to impose 
taxes or to expend those paid by other 
citizens. 

Those who have no property on 
which to pay taxes other than their 
poll and have paid their poll taxes 
since their coming of age or coming

‘tax payments alone—and they are 
plenty enough.

A Fact Frequently Overlooked. 


It is a fact that any one offering 
to vote in any election by the peo- 
ple in Georgia who has not fully paid 
his taxes for any year since 1877 can 
be challenged at the polls and prevent- 
ed from casting his ballot. 

And there are many thousands of 
voters in Georgia in that predicamen. 
right now. Very seldom do the regis- 
trars, as I am informed, make close 
and constitutional inquiry of those 
seeking to become registered voters as 
to whether they have in fact “paid 
all taxes’ which may have been re- 


in the state and since 1877. 

A rigid purging of the voting lists 
of the state of all tax defaulters would 
certainly shrink those lists amazing- 
ly. Yet no one but a fully paid-up 
taxpayer is lawfully eligible to be reg- 
istered as a voter and to cast a bal- 
lot in any election. | 


Effects of the Measure. 


There are about 1,400,000 taxable 
polls in the state now and the annual 
oll tax collection runs around $40U.- 
That shows the poll tax default- 
ers to be about 1,000,000, of which 
40 per cent, or 400,000, are. colored 
polls. Most of those colored polls and 
probably an equal number of white 
polls would return no property for 
taxation, but they could, if otherwise 
qualified, register and yote on pay- 
ment of $1 annually. 


The possible result, deducting all 
probable ineligibles for other causes, 
would be the possible enfranchisement 
of 500,000 persons on payment of poll 
tax only. 

Anybody who knows the history of 
Georgia will. readily see the danger to 
pure and intelligent suffrage under 
such a condition. It would open a 
wide door to the sale and purchase of 
votes throughout, the state. 


To End Electoral Corruption. 

Older men can remember vividly 
when such a condition prevailed in the 
state and poll taxes were paid en bloc 
by interested politicians and corpora- 
tions seeking special legislation and 
tax immunities. 

Men used to stand near the court- 
house polls in those days, with shot 
bags of silver dollars buying votes as 
they would buy peaches out of a near- 
by country wagon. 

It was to end such practices that 
the constitutional convention of 1877 
put the provision in that document 
that a voter must have paid all taxes 
required of him and made it inclusive 
of every vear after the adoption of the 
constitution. It is one of the wisest 
safeguards of the public interest that 
is in the constitution and it should 


stay there undiluted.

WHAT SHALL WE DO WITH 
THE SURPLUS CROP OF 
BABY SPECIALISTS? 

A metropolitan mother asks about 
immunizing the children against diph- 
theria. She says the baby specialist 
who takes care of her children ad- 
vised that the toxin-antitoxin be given 
when the child is four or five years 
of age, but her husband has an idea 
that it should be given now. The baby 
specialist further advises her that 
there is no value in bananas for babies, 
although the “big noise” in her house 
loves bananas and is thriving on them 
as per the egregious Brady. 


This metropolitan mother does not 
divulge the identity of her pet baby 
specialist, and I don’t care a double-o 
who he is. If she quotes him correctly, 
and I believe she does, he is a Sorry 
specimen of his tribe. Not because he 
is unaware of the value of banana in 
the diet of babies, particularly babies 
that do not thrive well on ordinary 
food, but because he counsels a strange 
policy of procrastination when a mere 
word from him would insure the pro- 
tection of the baby against the ever- 
present menace of diphtheria. If the 
alleged specialist—I. say alleged be- 
cause for the life of me I can’t see 
how a baby doctor gets that way— 
does not believe in immunizing chil- 
dren against diphtheria, it would be 
at least honest for him to say so 
when a patron asks his advice about 
it. If he does believe in it, then he 
is in duty bound to administer it or 
see that it is properly administered 
to the baby now, when the danger is 
greatest, not four or five years later 
when the danger will be far less than 
it is when the baby is young. 


The younger the child the more sus- 
ceptible the child is to ego of diph- 
theria. Therefore, the baby needs the 
protection of toxin-antitoxin more in 
the first year or two of life than he 
will ever need it in later years. Every 
doctor who is fit to practice medicine 
knows this. 

I contend it would be a great bless- 
ing to the race if a large share of the 
specialists now in business were com- 
pelled to engage in general practice 
for, say, 10 years or so, and n, on 
presenting satisfactory evidence of a

Tabulation To Be Made. 

This was the last day of the week 
in the tobacco market. Reports froin 
all warehouses will be submitted to 
the department of agriculture and on 
Monday when the tabulation is made 
in Atlanta the volume of sales for 
the week and the prices paid for 
the golden leaf in each market will 
be available. 

Sales in Valdosta were reduced to 
212,468 pounds, In other years Fri- 
day’s sales have been as high as on 
opening day in that market. The

Valdosta reported that there were

ANTI-WAR "RED" DAY 
PASSES PEACEFULLY 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—(#)—A widely ad- 
vertised communist “international an- 
ti-war day,” commemorating the six- 
teenth anniversary of mobilization for 
the World War, today passed off with- 
out disorders in Europe. In most 
countries a general roundup of com- 
munist leaders was made in antici- 
pation of trouble. 

Only in Moscow and other Rus- 
sian cities were there important dem- 
onstrations. Communist demonstra- 
tors paraded the streets there, carry- 
ing banners with  anti-militaristic 
slogans, and bearing in triumph gas 
masks and other defensive weapons 
against warfare. 

Over Moscow a score of airplanes 
dropped peace pamphlets. The Rus- 
sian Volunteer Society for Aerial and 
Chemical Defense gave the red army 
51 modern Russian built military air- 
planes, for which the funds were con- 
tributed by workers throughout the 
soviet union. 

In Paris, police airplanes swooped 
lazily over the city on the lookout 
for any undue gatherings in working 
class quarters. Not a single serious 
incident was reported. 

Monster anti-war manifestations 
failed to materialize and the commun- 
ists did not attempt to parade. About 
30 arrests were made, mostly for dis- 
tribution of inflammatory pamphlets. 

Preventative arrests were likewise 
effective in Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia. Strong forces of police were 
mobilized at Budapest and Prague, 
but remained idle throughout the day. 

Dispatches from Vienna reported 
that Austrian communists had held 
small demonstrations which passed off 
peaceably. The rest of the country 
also was tranquil. . 

Up to early evening no disorders 
had been reported from Germany 
which is usually the scene of clashes 
on such occasions. 

Barring a large number of police 
patrolling the streets and republican 
guards posted at strategical points, 
Paris presented an every-day appear- 
ance with taxicab and other services 
continuing undisturbed. 

The authorities said that about 30.,- 
000 workers in the north of France, 
striking in protest against the social 
insurance law, had not attempted to 
demonstrate.

Phatene of Slaton Ridiculed 
in Statement by 
Office. 


Senator William J. Harris, in a 
statement issued through his cam- 
paign headquarters here Friday, an- 
swered charges of his opponent, for- | 
mer G.vernor John M. Slaton, that 
he had been inactive in the present 
tobacco market crisis, with a declara- 


tion that he took action in the mat- | 


ter even before the markets opened. 

The statement did not mention Mr. 
Slaton or his charges. 

“The situation of the tobacco and 
cotton markets in Georgia and the} 
price of cotton generally have been | 
so acute,” the statement said, “that 
Senator William J. Harris, just be- 
fore leaving Washington for Georgia 
Monday of last week, went to the 
White House and conferred with 
President Hoover over this crop sit- 
uation in the south. The senator, 
urged upon President Hoover the vita! 
importance of prompt action in view | 
of the tobacco market opening lasi | 
Monday, July 28, requesting forcefully | 
that the president ask the federal ' 
farm board to purchase a sufficient | 
quantity of tobszcco and cotton, thus | 
taking from the market this surplus | 
to prevent any glut or depression of 
prices in both farm products. 

“Senator Harris is therefore much 
gratified that an investigation has 
been ordered into the prices and con- 
ditions now existing, with a view to 
giving every possible aid from the 
government through the federal farm 
board, or any other means suggested 
by President Hoover, 

“The senator visioned the approach- 
ing conditions, and was thus farsight- 
ed in urging action by the federal 
authorities through the president, and 
still hopes that something may be 
done even at this belated hour. 

“Senator Harris feels that there is 
no reasonable explanation or justifi- 
catiomw for the depressed prices in these 
commodities, If there is such a thing 
as a combination among buyers and 
manufacturers, this fact should be- 
come known if possible. 

“The buyers in such a combination 
should be prosecuted, if there is an 
agreement to depress prices, thus caus- 
ing great loss to the producers.”

Grieving for Husband,

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 1.—(/)—Griev- 
ed over the death of her husband, 
Earle W. Brown, 33, shell shock vic- 
tim of the World War, Mrs. Estelle 
Brown last night went from his death 
bed to the residence, where she had 
exhausted her strength in efforts to 
eare for him and swallowed poison.

She went to visit him last night, 
and with W. M. Hanlow, one of his 
friends, was beside her husband’s bed 
when he died. Harlow took her to 
the Brown residence, where she sent 
him for a physician on the pretext 
she was ill. When Hanlon returned 
with a physician, he found the wom- 
an in severe pain, lying on the kitch- 
en floor. 

“Bill, I’m sorry, but I had to do 
it,” Hanlaw quoted her as Saying. 
Later a note was found which said, 
“Just too bad I had to go. Stella.” 

At the hospital today Mrs. Brown 
told attendants she was growing 
weaker and showed no desire to re- 
cover.

TALES OF A WAYSIDE TEE. 


Horton Smith dropped in to say hello a day or so ago and during the 
visit brought up an important point. 

“Few average golfers,” Horton remarked, “have any definite idea 
or feeling of the relation between the hands and the clubhead. The 
hands are the only part ot the body in direct contact with the club. Yet 
the average golfer will let all sorts of obstacles get in between the two 
things that should work together—that must work together. If the hands 
gnd wrists are not working properly, then the clubhead can’t possibly 
do its job.” 

“But hasn’t the action of the feet and body in general a lot 

to do with the final action of the hands?” I asked. 

“Vll admit that,’ he said, “but I think the golfer must know more 
about the work and the usefulness of the hands before his body action 
can work in the right way. His body action may be almost perfect, but 
that won’t help him a lot until he knows how to use his hands and 
wrists.” : 

‘“‘There are few people who can think of a lot of things around 

the same time. Most of us can only think of a few things, and 

the fewer the better in a golf game. That’s why I think more at- 

tention should be paid first to the work the hands and wrists have 

to do and how they must do it. Then the help of good body ac- 

tion can be added later. It is hard to build both together, for 

again that gives the average player too much to think about. He 
finally gets them confused and handles neither in the right way. 

“| believe in the simplest form of instruction one can give and | al- 
ways thought that learning the right use of hands and wrists, what they 
meant to the control of the clubhead, was about as good a way to start 
or aS good a way to get a real foundation, as one cculd bring about.” 


A FIRST-CLASS TIP. 


This is a first-class tip. It is surprising how few golfers understand 
this hand and clubhead relation even in the shorter chips and the shorter 
pitches. They even allow outside interference to help break up this 
short game. They drop the shoulder or swing in the body or do some- 
thing else, whereas this type of stroke can be easily and simply played 
with only hands and wrists and forearms during the effort, applied di- 
rectly to the clubhead itself. 

I know of several first-class teachers who operate on this 

method. When certain of their pupils get hooked into stubborn 
faults that apparently can’t be cured or corrected, they make the 
player stand with his feet fairly close together, keep the body 
entirely out of the swing and then start him to playing short 
pitches with only the hands and wrists used in making the stroke. 
They keep this up for a while and then carry the pupil into still 
longer shots along the same line. 
In this way they finally get the player to pick up the feel of the 
hands. He can never quite come to this correct feel as long as he is 
also trying to think of body action and various other details that come 
into the swing. 


THE USEFULNESS OF TIPS. 


There seems to be 2 somewhat widespread feeling that most golf tips 
are either useless—or that they do more harm than good. 

is may be true in certain cases—for two reasons. Either 
the tip is a bad one, or the player never properly puts it into 
working effect. 


of great value in reconstructing the swing or at least in curing some 
heart-breaking fault. A tip that might help one golfer may not help 
another. One may miss the picture—the other catch it. Or their faults 
may be entirely different. This is something the player must work out 
for himself. He must first of all have some general idea of what his 
fault is. Then he will probably have to try more than one experiment 
to break it down and get back upon the right track. 

The fault may come front the failure to shift weight with the 

swing. It may come from the lack of a body turn. It may be | 
caused by too much righthand through the swing. It may be the 
result of quick and constant head lifting, thereby destroying the 
center of balance and center of the power and control. 
Frequently the golfer has a fault, but he has no idea what causes it. 
He will try a tip or two, find they don’t help—even hurt his game—and 
then decides that all tips are terrible. But if he can get some fair idea 
of what causes the fault he can then have an easier time locating the 
right cure from one or two suggestions. It is mecessary that he get 
a clear picture of what is intended and desired. If the picture ts mud- 
died, then the tip is usually useless. 


USING TIPS.
